Joseph Thomas Wasy, our Golden Jubilarian, hails from Baltimore, Maryland, where he was born 
on November 15, in the year 1917.

It was in 
1937 that he made his first vows and then his final vows in 1943. Ten members of his class 
celebrated their Golden Jubilee with him. 


From the University of Dayton, Brother received a Bachelor of Science in Education in 1947. 
He received teaching certificates from Ohio and California to teach in those states. Post-graduate 
work was done at the Universities of Dayton, San Francisco, California State, Loyola-Marymount, 
Hawaii, Chaminade, and Sophia. 


Brother's teaching career took him from New York to California to Hawaii and at present to 
Yokohama, where he has spent most of his life teaching youth for twenty-eight years in the Land 
of the Rising Sun. His favorite class seemed to be the Eighth Grade, having that grade for twenty- 
one years. 


Our Jubilarian has been athletic director, basketball coach, baseball moderator, Assistant Principal 
of St. Joseph , Moderator of the Mothers Club, having that position for twelve years. 


Pope John Paul II sent his Apostolic Blessing in June and Mr. Ronald Reagan, President of the 
United States, sent his message of congratulations to Bro. Joseph.
